More Mountain Roads— 
• 


Mountain brush fires during the past week remind us that 


we are entering the dangerous season. The brush cover is 
heavy in most parts of the San Gabriel canyon area. The 
heavier it grows the hotter the fire when once started. 


Fires in the very high mountain regions above the timber 


line, are more often caused by lightning than by human 
agency, it is revealed in federal statistics. But most of our 
disastrous fires in the lower mountains have resulted from 
careless campers and smokers, and from mountain ranches. 


There is but one solution to the mountain fire problem, 


and that it through making the mountains completely acces- 
sible with reads, trails, fire-breaks, and the building of land- 
ing places for airplanes in the high mountains. Despite the 
attitude of the federal government, which has generally been 
that of discouraging people from congregating in the danger 
districts, it has been proven, time and again, that where 
there is ample man-power present and a good system of 
patrol, the fire danger is less than in sections where very few 
people penetrate. More roads, more trails, more fire-breaks, 
more lookout stations with airplane landings, will solve this 
problem eventually. We must spend money to make it possi- 
ble to get to a fire quickly, to surround it and extinguish it 
before it becomes a conflagration. No big fire has ever been 
extinguished by human agency in the Sierra Madre moun- 
tains. They have always burned until all available material 
for burning is gone. 


A canyon well patrolled, thru which many hundreds of 


people pass daily, is safer from fire menace than is the im- 
properly and inadequately patrolled canyon where fire-fight- 
ers cannot be quickly assembled.

Within the 
next twelve months they expect to spend $15,000,000 to scrap 
at least 400,000 old and decrepit vehicles. That's common 
sense, since getting rid of these rattle-traps will not only 
make our highways safer, but be of value, reducing traffic 
to a large extent. Many a car, about on its last legs, should 
be condemned as dangerous and sent to. the public jurnVpile. 
No one would be the loser. On the other hand, every man 
who owns a good car would enjoy that much more protection. 
We sincerely hope that the campaign includes this section 
when the junking gets under way. 


Two Cents Isnt Much— 


(Hemet News): Two cents isn't much, and three cents is 


only a trifle more. 


Yet in California a gasoline tax of two cents a gallon, in- 


creased to three cents in 1929, has yielded from its beginning 
to the end of 1929 the magnificent sum of $140,000,000. 


That is a great deal of money, even in these days of large 


figures and large financial thinRing. It is more than $28 for 
every man, woman and child in the state, or about $100 per 
family. 


Because it slipped out of the pocket a little bit at a time, 


a few cents every time the tank was filled, nobody felt it 
much, and nobody noticed it as a burden. Since this tax is 
applied about in proportion to the use people make of the 
highways, it is eminently a fair tax. 


And the ,fact that all of it went into road-building makes 


it still fairer. Those who use the roads thus help- to keep 
them up. 


That the tax is not excessive is shown by the fact that 


even with this large sum, together with another large sum 
raised in the same time from vehicle taxes, California's road 
program is still very far short of being completed. 


Another Bad Record— 


(Los 
Angeles Express): California made another bad 


record in automobile deaths in 1929. While for the country 
at large, according to the Travelers Insurance company, whose 
figures are held to be authoritative, the increase of deaths 
caused by automobiles was 11.5 per cent, the state depart- 
ment of public health reports that in California the increase 
in 1929 over 192S was 20 per cent. The percentage of in- 
crease of deaths was greater than that of motor vehicles in 
the state, a fact which destroys the argument of those who 
attempt to blame the growing number of machines for the 
annually increasing number of deaths they cause. 


Something is wrong. Efforts to make the streets and 


roads safer are made futile. Apparently nobody knows what 
it is that defeats the attempts of state and county and city 
to save human life. Something is radically wrong in Los An- 
geles, for here the greater increase took place, while in San 
Francisco there was actual decrease. 


We talk a lot about traffic regulation and stricter enforce- 


ment and severer punishment for violation of the rules, but 
some way, nothing is done. We spend our energy in talk. Is 
it because we hold human life clieap? Hardly that. Should 
the city have experienced a calamity in 1928 that took 340 
lives and it were repeated in 1929 with a cost of 456 lives— 
those are the numbers of auto deaths in the city the two 
years—and threatened still greater destruction in 1930, there 
would be general consternation, and if the cause were not 
found and the calamity prevented, thousands would abandon 
the city leaving forever. But there is almost complete in- 
difference to the terrible record made each year by automo- 
biles Maybe that accounts for the record. Enforcement of 
laws usually is only as strict as the people demand.

Christian Science Sanatorium in California 


SAN FRANCISCO: Under articles 


of incorporation already filed with 
the Secretary of State of California, 
permanent trustees took over on 
March 26 the ownership oi! the prop- 
erty and buildings which are to 
accommodate the Christian Science 
Benevolent Association for Pacific 
Coast, The Association, which will 
open its doors to guests about the 
middle of May, was established in 
accordance with Section 8 of Article 
I of the Manual of The Mother 
Church, The First Church of Christ, 
Scientist, in Boston, Massachusetts. 


The Benevolent Association for 


Pacific Coast is the third large char- 
itable institution established by The 
Mother Church, totaling an invest- 
ment of over $4,000,000. The Chris- 
tian Science Benevolent Association, 
located in Chestnut Hill, Mass., was 
chartered In 1916, and The Christian 
Science Pleasant View Home, lo- 
cated in Concord, N. H., in 1925. 


While all three of these corporations 
are independent from a legal point 
ot view they are under the control 
and supervision of The Christian 
Science Board of Directors. 


The California property, known as 


Arden Wood, is a thickly timbered, 
16 acre, piece of rolling land situ- 
ated on the edge of San Francisco, 
its general location being between 
Twin Peaks and the Ocean. 
The 


Sanatorium is'sheltered from the 
prevailing winds by the hill which 
forms the principal topographical 
feature of the property. No public 
roads or ways cross it, but paths 
will be arranged extending from the 
Sanatorium through 
the woods, 


making a feature of a small ravine 
which runs along the east boundary. 


The 
Sanatorium, 
designed by 


Henry H. Gutterson, Architect, is 
of steel and reinforced concrete 
done in a modernized Breton style, 
with 
high central pavilion, tall 


classic French windows and steep- 
sloping, red tiled roof. It will 
contain accommodations for 120 
guests and associates. 


Within the last few weeks a sub- 


stantial piece of property jutting 
into the principal tract, formerly 
held by the City of San Francisco 
for school purposes, has been pur- 
chased to secure additional Quiet and 
freedom from outside disturbances. 


The Board of Trustees of the 


San Francisco institution will be 
in constant touch with The Chris- 
tian Science Board of Directors as 
are the Boards of the two New 
England institutions. 


The ihree Trustees of the new 


corporation are Mrs. Gertrude M. 
Glass, George D. Greenwood, and 
Marvin R. Higgins., Wilson D.. Clark 
has been appointed Manager-Treas- 
urer. 
All of these officers have 


been actively interested in Chris- 
tian Science work for many years. 


WORRYING DOESN'T PAY 


On his way back to a college reunion, one of my friends 


stopped off in the little town where he had spent his boyhood.

And here's the funny thing—every penny was made out of 
businesses which were always bad and always on the verge 
of getting ever so much worse."

"the other three-fourths untelligible darkness; and our ear- 
liest duty is to cultivate the habit of not looking around the 
corner."

Urge Vigilance 


for Protection 
of Water Supply 


That the work being sponsored and 


financed by the San Gabriel Valley 
Protective association in planning to 
save and conserve the valuable water 
rights of the San Gabriel valley to 
the future as woll as the present 
users, to whom it rightfuly belongs, 
is a worthwhile project, was empha- 
sized by Win. O. Harris, secretary of 
the Metropolitan Water district, in 
a naddross delivered at a gathering 
of about 200 business men held at 
the Aztec hotel in Monrovia, arrang- 
ed by the Monrovia Kiwanis club 
last-week. 


According to Fred C. Collins, sec- 


rotary of the protective association, 
Mr. Harris stated: "The sources of 
southern California's water supply— 
the underground basins—arc slowly 
but surely receding. By the year 
1950, only 20 years away, it is pre- 
dicted by authority that the under- 
ground water basin supply will be 
entirely exhausted. 


"Our water supply, the economic 


foundation on which southern Cali- 
fornia exists, has been and is grad- 
ually lowering. We are like a man 
continually overdrawing his bank ac- 
count. And unless there ia a remedy, 
rhere can be but one outcome. 


"We have sold southern Califor- 


nia to the world. We have created 
liere in this part of the state a con- 
tinually increasing demand for do- 
mestic water. The difference between 
our growth and our stagnation de- 
pends upon the development of our 
domestic water supply.'' 


It is gratifying to know that Mr, 


Harris and other leaders of his type 
in southern California are foresight- 
ed enough to appreciate the value of 
the waters of southern California, 
Mr. Collins said, adding, "and yet 
with this depletion facing the resi- 
dents of the San Gabriel valley, 
others, moved by selfish interests 
sock to deprive us of our water 
rights.''

Howard Taft, President and Chief 
Justice, was laid to rest, is one of the 
most beautiful spots in America.

was the estate of Robert1 E. Lee, and 
was confiscated by the Federal Gov- 
ernment when Lee threw in his lot 
with the Confederacy. Only men who 
have served their country in war may 
be buried there. 


From the Lincoln Memorial in 


Washington the great new bridge over 
the Potomac leads directly to this, an- 
tient home of the Lees, tying the mem- 
sry of the two great Civil War leaders 
together and bridging the gap between 
North and South with a final gesture 
of reconciliation. 


Arlington is to America -what West- 


minster Abbey is to England, the bur- 
ial place and shrine of our devoted 
dead. No one "has truly seen America 
who has not seen Arlington. 


BRITISH 


Thirty years ago, in 1900, the Boers 


of South Africa gave up their unequal 
war against the British. 
American 


sympathy was completely with the 
Boers in that conflict and against the 
British. It looked to all of us like a 
parallel to our own Revolution. We 
expected reprisals and oppression of 
the conquered on the part of the Brit- 
ish, but on the contrary the new gov- 
ernment set up in South Africa proved 
to be far more liberal than the old one 
which the Dutch Boers had operated. 
The U. S. A.—meaning in this case 
the Union of South Africa—is today 
an independent nation, a member of 
the British Commonwealth of Nations, 
to be sure, but in every respect a self- 
governing state. 
Dutch1 and British 


participate on even terms in its gov- 
ernment, as do the French and British 
in Canada. General Smuts, greatest of 
the Boer war leaders, has served as 
Prime Minister. 


This object-lesson, proving that the 


British government of our time is not 
the tyrannical monster which it seemed 
to be under George III, has done more 
than anything else to establish the 
friendly feeling toward Great Britain 
which now prevails almost everywhere 
in America. 


TREES 


When Admiral Byrd's returning ex- 


plorers reached New Zealand, the 
sight which stirred them most deeply 
was trees. For nearly two years they 
had not seen a tree. 
It is difficult 


for most of us to imagine a world 
without trees, though in Iceland a hun- 
dred generations have lived and died 
without ever seeing one. 


'We are cutting down trees faster 


than we are planting new ones. We 
do not think of trees as a crop, but 
as a natural resource to be mined 
without replacement. 
The Federal 


Farm Board's chairman lately made 
a plea for the restoration of the 
"woodlot" as an important part of 
every farm. Trees as a crop do pay. 
They take longer from seed to market 
than any other crop, but every sound 
tree adds its little to the value of any 
farm, and with the inevitable reduc- 
tion in acreage devoted to money crops 
and pasturage there is no better use 
to which surplus land caa be put than 
growing trees for the future. More- 
over, many states now exempt refor- 
ested land from taxation.

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VALLEY'S HISTORY REVEALED 


IN EARLY CHURCH RECORDS 


The history and landmarks section of the Covina Woman's club 


was interested, at its meeting on Monday, by papers shown by a 
member. Mrs. Hattie Wine, concerning the early history of the 
Brethren church of Covina. The papers had belonged to her par- j 
ents, Mr. and Mrs. A. F. Deeter. who were charter membeis of the 
organization. 


One. 
:ui advertisement signed by 


Elder 1'. S. Myers, was printed in 
Los Angeles about the latter part of 
1SS4. 
It was sent to members of 


the Brethren, or Dunkard, faith in 
the east, concerning :i proposed col- 
onization to be Known us "Pilgrim's 
Home." The bun! for this colony 
•was obtained under contract from 
J. S. Phillips and was designated as 
the "Coffee Kaneh." 
As induce- 


ment, a "temperance hotel" was to 
be built to accommodate the settlors 
until homes were constructed, the 
bulletin closing; with the following 
•words: 


" By three or four hours walk from 


your cot you call scale the mountain 
like Moses of old and view the land- 
scape. '•' Mrs. Wine's parents came 
to Covina in response to the call. 


Mr. Phillips was unable, however, 


to furnish water as contracted for, 
and the colony was given up. Trouble 
followed, and B. A. Hadsell, from 
Chicago, was sued in the superior 
court of Cook county by Mr. Phil- 
lips and a warning sent out presum- 
ably to all who had received the ad- 
vertisement, part of which reads as 
follows: 


ASSESSMENT NOTICE 


COVINA IKKIG-ATING COMPANY, 


principal place of business, Covina, 
Covina Township, County' of Los 
Angeles, State of California. 
Notice is hereby given, that at a 


meeting of the directors, held on the 
5th day of March, 1930, an assess- 
ment (No. 146) of 200 cents per 
share was levied upon the capital 
stock (as increased October '22nd, 
1886) of the above-named corpora- 
tion, payable immediately to the 
secretary at the office of the com- 
pany at Covina, County of Los An- 
geles, State of California.

4th day of April, 1930, will be de- 
linquent, and unless payment is made 
before, will be sold at public auction, 
on the 21st day of April, 1930, at 2 
o'clock in the afternoon, at the office 
of the company in Covina, County 
of Los Angeles, State of California, 
to pay the delinquent assessment, to- 
gether with five per cent penalty.

Whereas my- 
self and others selected the Phillips' 
tract of land, formerly known as the 
" Coffee Ranch," eighteen miles east 
of Los Angeles, California, on which 
we proposed to locate a colony, nam- 
ing it Covena; gave our notes as 
payment for same, and received a 
contract for deed to said lands. Said 
note was to become due on the same 
date the contract was to be complied 
with on Mr. Phillips' part, in the 
completion of a certain irrigating 
dite.h. and the water right was to be 
clear of all and any incumbrance. 
Our people arrived prepared to meet 
said note, but iinding the ditch }vas 
not completed, and that the water 
right 
was in dispute, and other 


things not as represented, they did 
not pay for the land." 


Hint to the Wise 


Ha "sell demands title ac.cording to 


contract and states that he is inform- 
ed that Phillips is trying to sell, 
lease or rent said lands to other 
parties, and warns all that the court 
of equity will not allow two parties 
tu own the same land, and trusts that 
a hint to the wise will be sufficient.

Early History 


It is interesting to follow the early 


history as told in a February, 1906, 
copy of tht "Missionary Visitor," 


belonging to Mrs. Wine, men- 


tioning Elder Poter Ovorholtzo.r, who 
presented his letter October 17, 1885, 
the dedication of the first church 
building January 2, 1887, the organi- 
zation of the Sunday' school April 
8, 1838, with George F. Chemberlen 
as superintendent. 


The first baptism took place Octo- 


ber :i(), 1887, when W. H. Overholt- 
zor and wife and Lucy Keller be- 
came communicants. The. first elec- 
tion of church officials occurred Jan- 
uary 5. 1389, when Frank Culvert 
of Tujunga and Darius Overholtzer 
of Covina wore chosen deacons. The 
Lordsburg church was organized in 
1901'),-and Glendorn in 1902. Elder 
George F. Chemberlen took charge 
of the church in 1901, serving many 
years. 


Fire Eazes Church ' 


Daniel Houser and S. A. Overholt- 


y.er, deacons, came to California in 
the early sixties and settled in San 
Joaquin county and were among the 
substantial church workers in the 
church. The first church building at 
Covina had been added to and was 
lestroyed by fire in 1901, a total'loss, 
as the insurance had expired. 
The 


membership immediately set about 
to build again with J. H. Brubakcr, 
Jerry Shank and T. E. Finch on the 
building committee. 
Foreign Citrus 


Markets Reveal 
Growing Problem 


The American citrus fruit indus- 


try is confronted with increasing 
competition in foreign markets from 
foreign countries in. which produc- 
tion is being stimulated by the stead- 
ily growing world demand for or- 
anges and grapefruit, according to 
a statement by the bureau of agri- 
cultural economics, following a world 
survey of the situation. 


"Outstanding points in the world 


citrus fruit situation," the bureau 
says, "are increasing production of 
oranges and grapefruit, with recent 
new plantings, and large non-bearing 
acreages in a number of countries 
pointing to continued future expan- 
sion; an upward trend in consump- 
tion of both oranges and grapefruit, 
particularly grapefruit, 'in the United 
States and the principal importing 
countries a*nd an apparently fairly 
stable lemon production situation, at 
a level, however, that necessitates 
the use of a considerable proportion 
in the manufacture of by-products." 


Increased production and export 


of oranges in the southern hemis- 
phere, especially the union of South 
Africa and Brazil, are regarded by 
the bureau as of special significance 
to 
California 
Valencia 
producers 


whose fruit the southern hemisphere 
products compete on European mar- 
kets. Also, continued large Spanish 
crops, together with expanding pro- 
duction in Palestine, is considered 
to '' leave little prospect for volume 
exports of 
American ' oranges 
to 


Europe during the winter and early 
spring." 
Production of oranges in the United 


States for the present season is esti- 
mated by the bureau at 33,739,000 
boxes, compared with 5-1,130,00 boxes 
Hast season, and an average for th 
years of 
1023-1927 of 
34,355,000 


boxes. Of this year's crop 70 pci 
cent is in California and about 28 
per cent in Florida. About 
cent of the present total 
States orange acreage is reported as 


nonbeariug.''

me she might need my services along about Thanksgiving. 
Such things happen, you know, else this old world would be 
a mighty lonesome place, now wouldn't it? The point I am 
making is, the engaging of a physician so far ahead of the 
expected need. 


I promised the service. My first step, however, was to 


request her to come to my office at her convenience, that I 
might look into her health condition closely: one should be 


- fully advised, when he s called to look after the matter of 


two lives . . . I found her in excellent condition. 


I had her come in every four weeks at first; then, as the 


time approached, every ten days. Imagine my surprise and 
apprehension when, two weeks before the expcted event, I 
found ten per cent of alumin in my usual test-making! 


Here was a dilemma—all of which I kept to myself—in 


which I acted quickly—intelligently; I put her at once on an 
appropriate diet, and required daily sweat-baths to remove 
a dropsical condition that developed rapidly. Under the very 
best of care, we came out of it with a fine little girl, and the 
mother in good condition. Both are now fine and well. 


But, suppose this patient had waited to call her physician 


until the hour for delivery was at hand; I would have been 
totally ignorant of the kidney-condition, with no time for 
making intelligent tests; I might have had convulsions to 
deal with—possible severe hemorrhages, uraemic poison, 
maybe death for the mother—possibly the child too. Being 
fully advised, however, we came thru happily for all con- 
cerned. 


The moral is: There is no greater mistake than waiting 


right up to the hour to call the doctor—in cases like this, 
where the physician does not know you thoroly.

A broad 
shingle roof has been erected to pro- 
tect this monument from the ravages 
of time and nature, while the nar- 
row doorway is safeguarded by the 
eiitwinings of a grapevine planted 
by the original builder and owner of 
the cabin. The long, clinging arms 
of this vine have gradually embraced 
the entire porch, i.erving to uphold 
the timbers, which would otherwise 
have fallen apart through decay. 


On January 24, 1848, Marshall, in

Finally, as 
he flake withstood a test of hammer- 
ing without breaking apart, Mar- 
shall began to believe he had dis- 
covered gold, and rushed to Sutter 
with his find. 


Sutler's knowledge of gold was 


greater than had been Marshall's, 
and it took but a few minutes of 
testing to convince Sutter that a find 
had been made. Demanding the ut- 
most secrecy from those who knew 
of the discovery, Marshall began a 
further search for the precious metal 
—a search* in which he was most for- 
tunate. However the secret did leak 
out, and it was but a short time be- 
'oro the region was crowded with 
'oiks from the nearby settlements. 
Although 
the news reached San 


Francisco, it was not accepted in 
nuch faith, and some time elapsed 
seforc a few stragglers became curi- 
ous enough to make the' journey to 
Sacramento and on into the foothills. 


Having made the journey and hav- 


ing found the wild tales to be fairly 
accurate, their messages to friends 
in San Francisco had the effect of 
starting a veritable stampede, which 
was soon to draw men, both good 
and bad, from all parts of the world.
